PEKING. May %.—Russia's coup has 
caused profound surprise here, as re- 
cent developments had ied to the ex- 
pectation that Russia would compro- 
mise her demands, since they had been 
revealed to the powers. latest 
maneuver ts interpreted a refusal 
by China to grant Ru demands, 
to the protests of the powers, and as 
a deciaration that she is ready to fight 
in order to maintain possession of 
Manchuria. It in considered signifi- 
cant thet the Russian army has oc- 
eupied strategic points at about the 
time the Russian naval enforcement 
was mebilized in the Gulf of Pe Chi 
lA. The temporary withdrawal of the 
Russian troops from Newchwang is be- 
Heved to ve heen a feint to avert 
suspicion the contemplated pol- 
ley until the Russian squadron was 
within useful distance. 

It has been reported recently that 
Rusela has been accumulating great 
stores of provisions and war mate- 
riale. It is impossible to confirm the 
reports. but it is known that the Rus- 
sian millitary officers have been buy- 
ing many horses, and all the informa- 
tion Indicates that Russia is prepar- 
ing to increase, and not decrease, her 
forces In Manchuria. 

The Foreign Ministers yesterday dis- 
cussed information to the effect that 
the Russians had taken a large tract 
of land across the river from New- 
chwang, commanding the terminus of 
the Shan Hai Kwan Railroad. It ts 
stated that Russia informed the Chi- 
nese Officials that the tract was 
needed for a Russian drill-ground. 
The selection of the site seemed re- 
markable, because al] the troops were 
then quartered on the opposite side 
of the river, several miles distant, 
where plenty of land was available. 
The Chinese officials describe the 
Dowager Empress as being greatly 
distressed, and as fearing that the 
Russian aggression will excite anti- 
foreign demonstrations, resulting in 
retaliation on the part of the for- 
eigners and the introduction of more 
foreign troops. 
Nowhere bas suggestion been 
heard that China will resort to arms 
in order to, resist Russia. Prince 
Ching, the grand secretary, yesterday 
secured five days’ ledve of absence. 
This is a favorite stratagem of Chinese 
efficials who are desirous of avoliing 
unpleasant situations, 

It is stated here that Russian influ- 
ence is being exerted to conciliate 
American opinion, and that appeals 
are being made to have the traditional 
friendship of the two nations with 
the argument that Russian develop- 
ment of Manchuria will open a great 
field for American commerce, while 
the opposition of the United states to 
Russia's plans might provoke refalia- 
tion against American trade.

AMERICANS LOSING 
GERMAN MARKETS. 


ABHINGTON, May 
sive Dispatch.] It is stated at the 
State Department that a number 
of letters have been received asking 
what steops have been taken to negotl- 
ate a treaty with Germany which will 


‘offset some of the harsh features of 


the recently-adopted tariff act of that 
country. It seems that the manufac- 
turing interests engaged in the export 
of agricultural products are much con- 
cerned over the prospect of being shut 
out of the German markets. 

It seems, however, that the tariff act 
in question has not yet become opera- 
tive, and that no date has been set 
when it shall go into effect. A provi- 
sion is made in it that the Emperor 
or the Bundesrath shall determine 
when the new law. shall be enforced, 
The understanding is that this matter ‘s 
being purposely delayed for diplomatic 
reasons. 

A great many of the commercial 
treaties that Germany has with Euro- 
pean contries became denounceable De- 
cember 31 of last year, and the Kalser 
wants to see what these countries pro- 
to do in the way of renewing these 
treaties. If a dis tion is shown to 
ignore Germany in the negotiation of 
further commercial treaties, the new 
law will, without much doubt, be called 
into operation.

Omaka Business Men Not 
in Yielding Mood.

OMAHA, (‘(Neb.) May 8&.—[{Exclu- 
sive. Dispatch.} The strike situa- 
tien in Omaha has reached a 
stage when further inter nee by 
the strikers, to the detriment to busi- 
ness interests, is dangerous. The order 
of Federal Judge Munger, that inter- 
State traffic must not be interfered 
with, pending a Wearing, May 20, had a 
good effect, and no disturbance of 
moment occurred toduy. 

Gov. Mickey has been in the city 
all day. and conferred with business 
men and strike leaders. We says he 
will not call out ¢ until occasion 
demands, which médns he will not 
until all efforts to s®ttie the trouble 
have proved futile. The Governor is 
great for peace, and little for show- 
ing his hand. His speech before 
Business Mens’ Astociation, where 
Euctid Martin. presidént, and head 
of one of the largess: wholesale impie- 
ment firms in the city, presided, was 
a disappointment. In fact, Chief of 
Police Donahue, plainly told him that 
he did not understand the situation, 
confronting the business men of 
Omaha: The Governor says, he be- 
lieves in arbitration all the way 
through, but the business men who 
see their business ruined, and trade 
driven to other centers, say that if 
there is to be a show-down it may 
just as well come now as any time. 
That the business men are in earnest 
is thown by the fact that they have 
proffered the services of themselves 
ahd their office force to operate the 
transfer companies’ teams, if need be, 
and several of the office forces went 
out today and drove teams. deliver- 
ing consignments of goods to the 
verious railroad freight depots. Sher- 
if John Power opposes bringing in 
troops, and has appointed six deputy 
sheriffs to serve under the supervision 
of the Chief of Police. Forty more 
will be appointed tomorrow _,if 
needed. Twenty of these deputies wore 
from the ranks of the teameters, and 
five from the waiters ranks, which did 
not give satisfaction to the business 
men. However, they deported them- 
selves well today, and helped to pre- 
serve order. Each deputy was given 
a sawed off club and a star. o 

Twenty-five freight handlers went 
out at the Midland Paint and Giass 
Company today, rather than handle 
goods delivered by non-union, drivers. 
not as mech freight 
handled today as two days ago, the 
tran companies finding it hard to 
get n to take strikers’ places. A 
large number of non-union men will 
be brought in tonight, and it is said 
will be sent out with the teams to- 
morrow. 

Freight at the railway depots is 
piling up and cannot be taken out 
owing to the lack of help. A num- 
ber of freight handlers have goné 
out, but Beveral are still at work. 
In many cases the jobbers are ioad- 
ing direct into the cars. 

The larger bakeries have not signed 
up. and say they will not. As a result 
bread is rather scarce. The waiters 
have had no conference with employ- 
ere. The big restaurants have given 
‘notice that they will reopen y 
with such help as they can get.

Raliroad freight agents say thet busi- 
ness is practically at a standstill, and 
(hat scores of orders for shipments have 
been cancelled. 

This afternoon Mayor Moores notified 
the saloons that they could reopen at 
5 o'clock, and there was a general rueh 
for the bare all over the city.

HE ART OF DECORATING. 
Citizens of Los Angeles have com- 
plied freely: with the biblical injunc- 
tion to “hang your banners on the 
outer walls.” The streets are gay 
with color, and present a_ kalei- 
coscopic effect. Some of the decora- 
tions are good, others bad and many 
indifferent. Here and there one beauti- 
ful and harmonious design-stands out, 
which shows “what m ght have been.” 
Although. we have had several oc- 
casions of this kind, our people have 
#et muoh to learn on the subject of 
artistic decoration. An artist, like a 
poet, is born, not made, and a deco- 
rator must have some innate concep- 
tion of the proprieties of color and 
form schemes, otherwise he will go 
astray. It would be a good idea, an- 
other time, if the property owners in 
each block would combine to share 
the labor and expense of decorating 
the entire block, so as to produce a 
more harmonious impression, giving 
‘charge of the job to some man or 
woman selected from the ranks of 
those who know their business. The 
mere hanging of a jot of strips of 
cheap colored muslin in front of a 
building does not constitute decora- 

tion, but rather disfigurement. 
Unfortunately the Fiesta colors, 
red, green and yellow—themecives 
rather “loud”—when mixed up with 


practices what he preaches. No man’? 
life is more strenuous, more earnest, 
more filled with healthful activities, 
than his: No wage-carner in the na- . 
tion works harder or more con- 
tinuously than he. 

The President is distinctively a man 
of enthusiasms. He has the enthusi- 
asm and the audacity which usually 
go with early youth, while he pos- 
sestes also, in a marked degree, the 
sound judgment and the common 
‘sense which are the characteristics 
of maturer years. The President Is, 
indeed, an ideal type of American 
manhood. A type toward which all 
of us may aspire, with profit to our- 
“Weleer i 

Nothing of consequence was ever 
accomplished without enthusiasm. 
Sustained enthusiasm is the touch- 
stone of success in all great or dif- 
ficult undertakings. The man who 
loses his enthusiasm lozes the vitaliz- 
ing part of his character, and has 
little left to make his life enjoyable, 
and nothing left to make it success- 
ful. 

But the question may fairly be 
raised whether our strenuous Presi- 
dent may not, In his excess of zeal, 
preach the etrenuovs life somewhat 
too insistently. The average Amer- 
iean needs little urging to increased 
activity in whatever -enterprise he en- 
‘gaces. In most cases the brake is 
more needed than the spur. 

The American people have often 
been accused, and not without truth, 
of being too enagcr in the pursuit of 
material success. There fs, no doubt, 
‘too much of this kind of strepuous- 
ness in our lives for our own good, 
bu. the Precident does not typify ‘the 
strenuous life of the dollar-worshiper. 
He believgs, also. in play as well as 
in wotk. “Play hard, while you play. 
end when you work, don't play atal!.” 
Lb. cays. The trouble with most 
Americans is tbat they do, not play 
enough. and that they work too con- 
Stantly. 

While we give all due praise to the 
man of action, we should not forget 
that the man of thought ts quite as 
essentia] to the world's progress as is 
the man of action. Indeed, it is 
the thinker who makes the world’s 
higher progress possible. It is often 
true that the thinker {s not qualified 
by nature for the strenuous life of 
physical activity. Yet he may, in the 
quietude of his study or his laboratory, 


action thousands of men of brawn. 
But Theodore Roosevelt fs both a 
man of thought and a man of action. 
This is a combination far from com- 
mon. And uge he embodies in his 
inaividuality this unusual compbina- 
tion, he typifies that which is most 
potent for progress in the American 
character—thought, wedded to action. 
The people of Los Angeles, of Cali- 
fornia, and of the whole goiden slope 
of the Pacific, are giad to receive and 
entertain their distinguished guest, 
the President of the United States. 
They love him, they honor him, with- 
out much regard to varying shades of 
po.itical . belief. They honor, not 
merely Roosevelt, the President, but 
Roorevelt. the Man: befause the is 
honorable; because he is brave; be-

note that the strings of insignificant 
little muslin flags, looking Mke waab- 
ing hung eut to dry, which previously 
have formed a leading feature of the 
decoration scheme, are this year al- 
most entirely missing. We are 
gradually learning. 

Another point that is largely over- 
looked is the use of green stuff in the 
decorating, such as palm leaves and 
cypress branches and other ever- 
greens that are so plentiful here. 
is not only beautiful and grace- 
ful in itself, but it relieves the glare 
of the brilliantly colored “rags.” The 
use of palm branahes on the poles at 
tne sides of the business streets ts a 
good idea, but they should be much 
more plentiful. These look too much 
like the bedragzied tails of beiligerent 
game cocks. The triangular Fiesta 
flags along the streets are distinc- 
tively a good feature, from an artis- 
tie standpoint. 

Some of our neighboring cities of 
Southern California have ° displayed 
more originality than Los Angeles. For 
instance, in Redlands a very liberal 
use was made of leaves and branches 
with pleasing effect, also of yucca blos- 
soms. The fronts of some of the. 
bul.angs Were outlined ™ oranges, 
giving them a unique and striking ap- 
pearance. iA 

The Fiesta committee offers good 
money prizes for the best displays in 
the procession. Why would it not be 
a good idea, next time, to offer ban- 
ners and money prizes to the business 
yiocks which make the most artistic 
appearance, and thus encourage the 
business men to vie with each other?

Mr. Grant introuuced Mr. Frevert 
who presented to the President, on 
behalf of the people of San Diego, a 
very handsome edition de luxe, of 
Lieut. John Derby's famous book, 
*Phoenixania,” bound in green leather 
by D. Appleton & Co., and erclosed in 
a case of Mexican carved leather. 

Secretary W while in Washink- 
ton last winter, discovered in conver- 
sation with the President that he was a 
warm admirer of Lieut. Derby and 
was familiar with his writings. This 
prompted the gift. 

Lieut. John Derby was the humorist 
soldier who first made San Diego fam- 
ous. He was stationed at Old Tow 
Fan Diego, in 1856, before the presen 
town of San Diego was born, in charge 
of the military post there. It was un- 
der his direction that a dyke was built 
diverting the waters of San Diego 
River, thus preventing the filling up of 
the famous bay. But for Derby, San 
Diego would, perhaps, have no bay to- 
day and probably nothing to boast of 
but its celebrated climate. 

Derby's. chief distinction, however, 
was his penchant for humorous litera- 
ture. He wrote under the nom 
plume of “John Phoenix,” and the 
book, “Phoenixania,” is a c@ilection 
of his writings. In this book he tells 
how, during the exciting Presidential 
campaign of 1856, the editor of the 
only newspaper in San Diego, a redhot 
Democratic sheet, left him in charge 
of the paper while the editor went to 
San Francisco to buy supplies. Derby 
during the editor's absence turned the 
paper into a Republican sheet and 
came out strong for John ©. Fremont 
for President. There was hades to 
pay when the editor returned and 
found out that his rag had flopped. 
Jeff Davis who was Secretary of War 
at the time, wanted to cashier Lieut. 
Derby for this and other jokes, but 
he was counselled that Derby would 
make the court-martial proceeding so 
ridiculous with his humor, as to bring 
ridicule on the whole army and admin- 


istration. 
“Good gracious me,” exclaimed the 
President when the elegant volume of 


“Phoenixania” was handed him. “You 
couldn't have given me anything that 
would give me greater pleasure than 
this. How did you find out I am so 
great an admirer of Lieut. Derby? By 
George. do you know I could pass a 
competitive examin on “Phoe- 
nixania.”’ 

Then he proceeded to tell three or 
four of most interesting anecdotes re- 
by in his book, and he 
told them in the exact language of 
“John Phoenix.” 

The President shook hands all round 
with the delegation, and had some- 
thing nice to say to each.

ON A BIG LINER. 


The Bridge is the Important Place 

When the Ship is Moving—Nezt 

Comes the Wheelbouse. 

[Denver Republican.] Many con- 
flict is directed from the oO 
the great ocean liners which, if leas 
stirring, calls for no less courage or 
skill of seamanship that the battles 
of men-or-war. The supremacy of the 
seas is determined nowadays not by 
fleets of warships, but by the merchant 
marine. The captain on tne bridge of 
a modern liner does not fight with 
guns, but day and night unceasingly 
he must direct a force of tens of 
thousands of horse power and against 
an unseen enemy. 

Despite accidents or stress of ae 
he must steer his ship on every hair's 
breadth of a course, ng thet 
his run to the minute is being anx- 
jousliy watched on two continents. The 
victorious ship no lenger returns laden 
with plunder or prisoners, but carries 
the mails, the pagsengers, the specie, 
the freight and the dividends. 

The life on the bridge of a great 
ocean liner is especially interesting by 
night. The darkness seems to lend a 
new. danger. The responsibility, when 
the ship's population of 2000 are asleep, 
weighs if possible more heavily. The 
present experience was had during a 
recent voyage of the Deutschland, of 
the Hamburg-American line. It was 
from this point that this great vessel 
was steered safely across the Aft- 
lantic at a speed which etil] remains 
the world’s récord voyage. 

The night selected was dark 
and unusually quiet. The onty sounds 
were the peculiar singing note of the 
wind against bare masts, the footfalis 
of the officer as he paced the bridge. 
at intervals the voice of the lookout, 
and unceasingly the deep throb of the 
engines as they forced 7u0 feet of atee 
hull through the water tirelessly at the 
rate of twenty-four knots an hour. 

The bridge is the nerve center of 
the ship. The complicated system of 
call bells, speaking telephones 
and the many electrical connections 
are controlled from this point. Not 
only the engines and the rudder are 
directed from the bridge, but in the 
event of accident the safety appliances 
may Be operated from the same point 


of vantage. 
Should there be a fire In any rt of 
the ship’s huge frame its ssenmion 


would quickly be known by an auto- 
matic device to the man on the bridge.

Like the bridge itself. the whee 
house should be most interesting at 
night. The steering of such a ship is, 
of course, a very serious affair and .the 
work is done for the most part in 
silence and almost in larkness, On 
the bridge, of courre, all lights save 
the signals. are out.
